The solution sliould be kept in such 11 
way that the tlic« can drink it. A go'Hl 
w ay Is to take an ordinary thin walled 
tumbler nnd-flU It partly fu! <-f the so­ 
lution. 
Place on a saucer or small 
plate a piece of whit#* blotting pujier 
and cut it to the slz#» of the dish. Then 
place It over the glass and turn tlv 
glass bottom up on tin* di h. 
As the* 
solution dries “tit of the saucer tin 
tumbler should bo slightly rai-cd up. 
so that the liquid will again floVF over 
the entire surface. 
Another simple remedy to keep flies 
out of the h< use is by means of an 
odor unpleasant to llies. 
Any odor 
pleasing to man is offensive t#« the tl' 
and will drive them awav, as, for in 
stance, oil of lavender, dilated; gora 
nltini, mignonette «*r heliotrope.
